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TOWER TO BE RAZED. 


. WILL BE DEMOLISHED TO THE BOARD 


OF TRADE ROOF LINE. 


Weight of the Great Superstructure Has 
Caused the Building to Sink Eight 
Inches It Is a Landmark in Chicago, 
Rising to a Height of 325 Feet Above 
the Street and Will Be Missed—Possi- 
bility That a Lighter One Will Be 
Erected to Take Its Place. 

One of the landmarks of Chicago will 
shortly disappear. This is the tower of the 
Board of Trade. It has sunk eight inches, 
and, although other parts of the building have 
sunk more, experts who have made careful 
examinations think the tower is the cause of 
all the settling. It is dragging and straining 
the great building, and no lasting repairs can 
be made unless it is pulled down to the 
level of the roof at least. Directors of 
the board are practically unanimous 
in the belief that the experts are 
right, and among the first questions 
which President-elect Raymond and the new 
directors will face will be the amount of 
money which shall be expended on the re- 
pairs and the way in which it shall be raised. 
This it is agreed shail be done by means of 
bonds. The directors will settle also whether 
new offices shall be constructed in an unused

All was excitement about the State-House 


this morning. The Democrats, who had the 
keys to both legislative chambers, were con- 
fident they could prevent their opponents 
from securing control of affairs, while the Re- 
publicans were just as determined to have 
their rights respected. Until shortly before 3 
o’elock the doors to the Senate chamber were 
barred and no one was granted admittance. 
At that hour the newspaper correspondents 
were notified that they could enter, and on 
filing into the chamber they found it full of 
the Democratic officials of last year. Five of 
the nine Democrat hold-over Senators were 
in their seats. At the doors stood Michael 
Nathan, Sergeant-at-Arms of last year, and 


‘all his assistants. 


Soon thereafter the other four hold-overs 
arrived. At3o’clock Samuel C. Thompson, 
last year’s Secretary ot the Senate, sprang to 
the President’s dais and ‘‘ called the Senate 
to order. In his hands he held a little slip 
of paper “The gentleman from Hudson 
(Daly) offers a resolution,“ he said, and in 
the same breath he read from the slip a reso- 
lution providing that Robert S. Adrian be 
chosen Temporary President of the Senate. 

The question was put and declared carried 
and Adrian took his place in the Chair. The 
roll was then called and the nine hold-overs 
answered to their names as follows: Adrian, 
Drake, Martin, McMickle, Daly, Hinchliffe, 
Miller, Perkins, and. Winton. A recess of 
five minutes was then taken outside the Cham. 
ber. Pressing against the entrance doors was 
a terrible mob demanding admittance. They 
knocked on the doorg in vain and the police 
had several hard tussles to keep them in or- 


der. : 
Republicans Force an Entrance. 

Finally the four Republican hold-over Sen- 
ators heading the newly-elected ones arrived. 
They struggled to have the doors thrown open 
and failed. The doorkeepers fought, and 
pushed, and opened the door only wide 
enough to admit one person at a time, and in 
this way the Republican Senators succeeded 
in getting in. Senator-elect Bradley was 
the first Republican in the chamber. 
Senator Ketchum of Essex entered next and 
he used a heavy cane vigorously on the arms 
and hands of the doorkeepers, but with the 
aid of the police they managed to keep the 
doors closed and the crowd out. 

The Republicans then took their seats and 
Senator Stokes of Cumberiand rose to a 
question of privilege, He asked for a spe- 
cific assurance that all the Senators holding 
credentials would be sworn in and allowed to 
participate in the deliberations of the 
body. No satisfactory reply was 
given him, but Senator Daly of 
Hudson offered a resolution that all certifi- 


dates of election or credentials be referred to 


a special committee of three to be appointed 
by the Chair, the committee to have power to 
report upon their validity. This raised a 
storm of protest and denunciation, and Presi- 


dent Adrian replied loudly with his gavel.

Receive the Governor’s Message. 

Senators Daly, Hinchliffe, and Smith were 
appointed as the committee to pass on the 
questioned credentials. After the adoption of 
other resolutions designed to keep not 
wanted Senators away a batch of officers 
weie sworn in and Adrian was elected Per- 
manent President. The Governor sent his 
message to the Democratic Senate.

147 of 
the laws of 1880, by amendments to 
certain sections of the crimes act, purports to 
legalize the practices heretofore interdicted by 
those sections, when the same are done on the 
grounds or under the auspices of a fair or any 
agricultural or other incorporated body. 1 sug- 
gest, therefore, that the remedy to be applied in 
this case be heroic; that you pass each of the ro- 
pealing acts recommended, and also reénact in 
their original form Secs. 56, 57, 58, and 59 of the 
crimes act, By so doing and eradicating the 
cause you will prevent all pernicious effects.

The tower of the Board of Trade is 325 
feet high. Itis one of the tallest objects in 
America. Before tall buildings were plenti- 
ful in the business district it was the most 
prominent object down-town. People who 
approach the city by lake and on many of the 
railroads see its graceful outlines high above 
other roofs and spires. Its lines are symmet- 
rical, and this often serves to deceive people 
as to its great height. The copper schooner 
which forever sails directly into the wind on 
top of the flagstaff spring from the apex. of 
the tower looks likea toy boat from the 
street. It is nine feet long. 

Members Struck with Dismay. 

Members of the board who have always 
been proud of the stately building observed 
with dismay fully a year ago that the tower 
was out of plumb. An expert was sent for 
immediately and ordered to make a thorough 
examination. He was followed by another, 
and that man by a third. All of them re- 
ported that the tower had sunk, that the office 
section of the building had settled worse, and 
that something would have to be done to re- 
store the walls to a level. 

One report recommended that caissons be 
built under the foundations and the repairs 
made by that means. Another report declared 
that while the building had settled the settling 
was finished. The soft alluvial soil underly- 
ing the foundations had been squeezed down 
by the great weight. so that the building rested 
on a basis which corresponds in solidity to 
bed rock. 

„»The tower leans forward and has sunk 
eight inches, said a member of the Real 
Estate committee of the directors. The 
southeast corner of the building is down seven- 
teen igches, but our experts believe that the 
tower is responsible for most of the settle- 
ment. It has pulled down the ground floor 


wihdows nearest it severalinches. Originally , 


it was intended.to build the building of sand- 
stone, but heavy. granite was used and the 
granite structure of the tower was carried up 
about 280 feet. It will have to come down. 
It will be demolished to the roof line. Per- 
haps a lighter affair will be built in its place. 
but that is conjectural. No plan of making 
repairs has been settled on, but it will be de- 
cided at once.“ 
Cost of Proposed Repairs. 

The directors are divided as to the amount 
that should be spent for repairs. The board 
originally issued $1,500,000. of 5 per cent 
bonds on the property. They were 10-40s, 
but although the first period has expired none 
of the bonds have been called. The board, 
however, has purchased $250,000 of them 
on the open market, and these are in its treas- 
ury. It is proposed to issue a new bond ata 
lower rate of interest in an amount sufficient 
to refund those outstanding and provide 
money for repairs. The latter sum, it was 
said, would not be less than $100,000, and 
might be $300,000. 

Surrounding the skylight in the ceiling of the 
Exchange Hall, ou a level with the sixth floor, 
is a lange space, which some directors think 
can be fitted up as offices.

All but two of the unfortunates were 
hauled out of the water, though not before 
some of them had gone down for the second 
time. Constable Reburn supported the body 
of Coombs until he was exhausted and then it 
slipped from his grasp. He was himself 
hauled out almost dead. Coombs’ body could 
not be recovered. Two unknown boys, who 
had been seen on the platform with the 
crowd, were missed when the rest were pulled 
out, and it is believed they were drowned, but 
their bodies cannot be found tonight.

UNCLE SAM IS NOT RESPONSIBLE, 


Local Authorities Had Charge of Regula 
tions for Security of Exhibits. 
Wasurneton, D. C., Jan. 9.— Assistant Sec- 
retary Hamlin of the Treasury Department 
who has charge of customs matters. speaking 
of the destruction by fire of the exhibits in 
the World’s Fair buildings suid the United 
States Government is not responsible for loss 
occurring by reason of casualty to goods in 
bonded warehouses: The police arrangements 
for the security of exhibits were entirely 
under the control of the Exposition authori- 
ties, United States Government officers being 
placed on duty for the single purpose of pro- 
viding against the alienation of foreign goods 
without pavment of duty. In the opinion of 
Treasury officials, it criminal carelessness 
can be shown, the local authorities are re- 
sponsible, The action of the railroads in de- 
laying the removal of the foreign exhibits is 
characterized by Treasury officials as simply

CHIQAGO INSURANCE MEN NOT CAUGHT 


Only Iusignificant Amounts Carried on

The World's Fair 
insurance for 1893 was profitable to com- 
panies, but the disastrous experience which 
they bad in general business did not find 
them in a mood to leave any odds and ends 
of contingent liability to extend over into this 
year,

POOR AND HUNGRY MEN VIOTIMIZED. | 


Employment Agents Charged with Collect- 
ing Cash and Making No Return. 


Two thousand of Chicago’s poor and hungry 
men have applied in vain at the Drainage 
Board for work after paying fees to employ- 
ment agencies and being promised positions. 
Many agencies on South Canal street, it is 
said, have advertised to give work to the un- 
employed on the payment of a fee of $8. 
Members of the Drainage Board say that dur- 
ing the last three months hundreds of desti- 
tute men have come to them with guarantees 
from employment agencies which were unau- 
thorized. Yesterday James Eggen, Manager of 
Moore’s agency at No. 125 South Canal 
street, was arrested charged with obtaining 
money under false pretenses. The complaint 
wasm ade by Terrence and Martin Sheridan, 
who assert they were guaranteed work after 
making a payment of $3 each. They were 
told to goto P. Wastoedoe at the Drainage 
Canal, but found they had been given a ficti- 
tious name, Eggen adinits that he alone has 
received money from about 300 workinyg- 
men. At the time of the last snow. 
storm many of the destitute men 
earned a few dollars by cleaning sidewalks. 
The greater portion of this money has gone 
into employment agencies, it is said. Thomas 
P. Lantry, the. attorney for the Drainage 
Board, has applied to Chief Brennan to have 
the practice stopped and the police say more 
arrests will be made, It is said seven com- 
plaints have been made against the manager 
of another agency on South Canalstreet. 
officers declare this agenoy has sent at least 
400 men to the Drainage Board. Many other 
agencies are also said to be implicated in the

All this shows how greet a hold the World's 
Fair has upon the public’s affections. It also 
shows that the reading public knows news 
and appreciates a good piece of newspaper 
work. Congratulations came into THE 
Turnen dll day, Perhaps no fenture of the 
report of the fire caused more comment than 
the pictures, and especially the five-column 
cut on the first page. It was so evidently 
drawn froin the scene itself and was sc com- 
plete in detail that people eould not under- 
stand how it could have been made in soshort 
atime. Application for the original drawing, 
the metal cut, and the matrix came in from a 
dozen papers and newspaper agencies. One 
man created a hearty laugh in the office by 
deciaring that he knew Tun Tripune must 
keep such cuts in stock for emergencies. 

In view of these circumstances it will not 
be out of place to give a plain statement of 
the way Tue TRrpunn’s report of the fire was 
obtained and how the picture of the falling of 
the Grand Arch of the Peristyle was made.

The Start to the Fire. 


This was at 5:43. In two minutes two 
men were in a cab on their way to the Illinois 
Central. At 5:55 another man and an artist 
left, A few minutes later a member of the 
local staff telephoned in from near the Fair 
grounds that the fire was “ looming up and 
looked big. Two more men were sent to 
the grounds on the strength of this informa- 
tion. Whena confirmatory report reached the 
office from the first man to arrive at Jackson 
Park, two more men were sent. When the 
Manufactures gees, caught fire .in a 
dozen places and it was feared that the flames 
would make a clean sweep. to the westward, 
two more men and a telegraph operater were 
started to the grounds. . 

Meanwhile the artist at the grounds had 
been using his eyes to good advantage. ‘The 
sag pe Grand Arch of the Peristyle fell 
he hutried to the nearest telephone. When 
his call was received a second artist went to 
the phone. Both artists were familiar with 
every foot of tne Fair. The artist on the 
grounds, taking as his point of view the south- 
east corner of the Manufactures Building, de- 
scribed the scene to the artist at the office end 
of the phone. The office. artist, then took a 
big sheet of Ross paper—a dark cardboard 
espetially made for night effects—and pro- 
ceeded to block out the pictures in crayon, 
The black background was put in witha brush 
and India ink. The artist. at the grounds, 
meanwhile, waited until the Manufactures 
Pane conan fire and then hastened to the 
office. Grand Arch pieture was ready 
in rough When he’ reached the 
with his hurried sketches. Standing over the 
other artist he suggested the details. Pen, 
erayon, brush, and knife were used. A crum- 
bling timber was put in with the pen. Crayon 
was used for light shadows and smoke The 
brush put more inky darkness in the back- 
ground. A scratch with the knife let in a 
tongue of flame, or a lurid cloud of smoke, or 
a sharp white outline. 5 

While the Grand Arch picture was being fin- 
ished the artist from the grounds was busy at 
work on the two smaller pen and ink sketches. 
When the office artist finished his work he 
turned in and helped on those begun later. 
The cuts, as soon as finished, went. into the 
etchers, who were ready and waiting. 

Quick Work of Reporters, 


While this was goi on there was a vast 
amount of quick work being done both at the 
office, about the city, and the grounds. At the 
office men were going through thé files and 
guide books and preparing descriptidns of the 
buildings and the exhibits and interesting mis- 
cellaneous matter. A man went through the 
stock of World's Fair pictures in the cabinet 
and made a selection of cuts. 

About the city men were interviewing the 
South Park Commissioners, World’s Fair 
directors, and insurance men, One man 
planted himself in the fire alarm office and as 
fast as the names of injured firemen were tel- 
ephoned-in by the reporters at the grounds 
the information was repeated to him and he 
devoted himself to getting correct informa- 
tion about the men. 

The hardest part of the night’s work was 
the getting of the copy into the office. 
There wasatelephone in the Manufactures 
Building, several in the Service Building 
(nearly a mile from the fire), and one in the 
Terminal Station. The trip from the Fair to 
Tue Trreuns office occupied an hour under 
the most favorable conditions. Under 
these circumstances every device that ingenui- 
ty could suggest was put into use to annihilate 
distance and time. 


Working Under Difficulties. 


One reporter stood at the ‘phone in Manu- 
factures Building with firebrands and molten 
metal falling all around him, and half stifled 
by smoke describéd the scene to a shorthand 
man at THe Trrectye end of the wire. There 
were two ‘breaks in his dictation. The first 
was in the middie and was like this, only more 
emphatic: 

I've got this phone and I’m going to keep 
it till I get through, if it takes two hours.“ 

The other was: Good-by! I'll give you 
more later—got to get out of this!“ 

Another reporter stood at the phone in the 
Terminal Station, and, with the scene prac- 
tically before his eyes, described the .destruc- 
tion of the Peristyle, the fall of the Columbian 
Arch, and the destruction of Music Hall. 

In the meantime other men were hurrying 
in with their respective reports. At 11:80 
the scene in the office was interesting. One 
reporter was talking into a phonograph. An- 
other was dictating to a typewriter. A second 
typewriter was taking matter from a phono- 

raph. Other reporters were taking matter 
from telephones in various parts of the build- 
ing. There were reporters at every desk, 
grinding away for dear life. The vopy boy 
was too much in a hurry to wait for the ele- 
vator. The copy readers were workmg at 
high pressure. | 

The last of the matter went up to the copy 
desk a few minutes before 12 o'clock. Then 
a few lines were written to go ahead uf every- 
thing, giving the situation in Manufactures 
Building at t. This reached the com- 
positors 2:0 a, m., and copy for the first 
edition was closed, 

For the second edition 300 words of the in- 
troduction were killed,“ and new matter 
was written to take its place. This carried 

news tothe burning out of the fames in 
Mahufactures Building at 2 a. in. and 
finished the hight's work. 

The Manufactures Building was watched 
until 6 a. m., but the work had been so well 
done that it was unnecessary to add to what 
was already in type.

Mayor Gilroy’s Annual Message Presented 


‘ to the Board of Aldermen Explains 
That the Actual Increase Is Not So 
Large-Signal Failure of Proposed 
Rapid Transit Improvement Com- 
ments on the Absence of Cholera 
Trust Company Charged with Fraud. 


New York, Jan. 9.—{Special:|—The most 
interesting teature of Mayor Gilroy's annual 
message, laid before the Board of Aldermen 
today, is the statement that the total ‘bonded 
debt of the city has been increased during the 
last year by more than 611.500,000. In 
December, 1892, the total bonded debt was 
$155,528,057; this year the total bonded 
debt is $167,186,923, the increase being 
$11,608,865. The funded debt is now 
$100,762,407. The bonds issued during the 
last year aggregated $31,807,721; the bonds 
redeemed realized $20,198,855. . For 
building docks, slips, and improvement of the 
water front, $2,750,000 of bonds were is- 
sued. The armories got a quarter of a mill. 
ion, approximately; schoolhouse’ almost 
a million and a half, the new aqueduct almost 
a million and a half, and streets in need of re- 
pair a million. 

The message explains the actual increase in 
the city debt is $2,132,840, and suggests that 
bonds maturing previous to and in the year 
1894 had been refunded for long, period 
bonds issued at a rate of Interest 
not exceeding 3 per cent, the interest 
thus annually saved amounting to $745,689. 
The Mayor also advocates a change in the 
system of levying and collecting taxes to 
obviate the necessity of issuing revenue 
bonds to pay the expenses of the city 
until the receipts from taxation become 


available, The interest paid last year on these / 


bonds was $300,000, and the total cost of the 
interest thus far on these bonds has been 
$15,000,000, Regarding rapid transit the 
message says: 

In one direction only do we fall to note substan- 
tial improvement. This is the important matter 
of rapid transit. It may be that an under- 
ground capable of the highest 
speed, 1 be built by private capital 
or public funds, will furnish the ultimate 
solution. Thus far no capitalists have shown 
a sufficient interest in such a plan, nor has pub- 
lie sentiment declared in favor of such 
an investment by the city. The rapid 
transit Commissioners wore not met 
in a proper spirit by the Manhattan 
elevated railroad managers in the effort to im- 
prove the facilities of t system. A new line of 
elevated railroads has therefore been planned, 
and the franchise will be shortly offéred for sale. 
Immediate relief, however, can only be afforded 
through the Manhattan system by the construc- 
—— of third tracks and additional terminal facil- 
ities. 

Dr. Jenkins and the Health Board are high- 
ly compliraented for the exclusion of cholera 
from this port. The Mayor favors a system 
of storage reservoirs, with a capacity of 400,- 
000,000 gallons of water daily, and estimates 
that an expenditure of $500,000 a year for 
three years will materially improve the san- 
itary condition of the Croton watershed. 


CLAIM THE TRUST IS MISMANAGED, 


Guardian of the Baker Children Seeks Im- 
mediate Accounting. 

New York, Jan. 9.—(Special.]|—Lawyer 
Porte V. Ransom, a special guardian for the 
children of William J. Baker, has begun pro- 
eeedings in the Surrogate’s Court to have 
a trustee appointed in the place of the 
New York Life Insurance and Trust company 
to assume the management of a trust created 
by the will of James Baker. Mr. Ransom 
charges the trust company with neglect of 
duty and incompetency in the handling of the 
trust funds left in its care, and he asserts that 
the company should be removed as trustee for 
cause, deprived of all commissio.is, compelled 
to pay costs of the litigation, and perha 
forced to make up the impairment of the 
capital, Mr. Ransom has conipiled a series 
of affidavits to establish his claim .of mis-

a large estate, the gréater portion of whi 
was left in trust for his grandchildren. He 
directed that his son, Abraham Baker, should 
receive the income of the entire residuary 
estate until he became 55 years old, when the 

roperty was to be divided into six parts. 
V itliamn J. Baker, another son, was to get 
the income of one of these portions after the 
distribution and on his death the principal 
was left to his children, After the account- 
ing that followed Abraham Baker's 
55th birthday the New York. Life-Insur- 
ance and Trust company was made trustec 
of William J. Baker’s portion, and received 
from the former trustee $50,000 in United 
States 4 percent bonds, due in 1907, that 
had been purchased for $56,250; $31,000 in 
United States 444 per cent registered bonds, 
due in September, 1891, that had cost the 
estate 835,675; and 84,237 in cash, The 
actual value of the bobds and cash at the time 
of the transfer is placed at $101,052. 

Mr. Ransom contends that it was the duty 
of the trustee to set aside from the income a 
sufficient amount for reinvestment to keep the 
capital invested unimpaired. as each payment 
of interest on the 444 per cent bonds decreased 
their value until they finally reached par, 
when they were redeemed. He alleges other 
in vestments that have jeopardized the interests 
of the estate. 

Ex-Surrogate Bastus S. Ransom, as special 
counselin the proceeding, appeared before 
Surrogate Fitzgerald today to argue the mo- 
tion for the removal of that trustee. The ar- 
gument was deterred until Friday. Henry Par- 
ish, President of the New York Life Insurance 
and Trust company, would not discuss the 
matter today. o said he had filed an an- 
swer specifically denying many of the allega- 
tions and raising issues of fact requiring proof 
on one side and the other. He specially de- 
nied the allegation of incompeteney, which he 
thought formed the most serious charge. 


NATIONAL BANKS ELECT OFFICERS 


Few Changes Made and Those Are Due to 
Death or III Health. 

New York, Jan. 9.—[Special.}-—All the na- 
tional banks of the city had their annual 
meeting today. There were few changes of 
any importance in the make-up of the direct- 
orate, nearly every large bank in the city re- 
electing its old beard. In a few cases 
where deaths: had occurred or di- 
rectors had been forced to retire 
through ill-health or business difficulties 
other men were substituted. In the case of 
the American Exchange National Bank a 
prominent figure is removed from the -bank 
presidencies of the city by the retirement 
through ill-bealth of George S. Coe. Dumont 
Clarke, the former Vice-President of the 
bank, was unanimously elected President, 
Mr. Coe had asked to be relieved 
of the responsibility of the Presidency. 
He was stricken with paralysis last Novem- 
ber, but had not been in robust health for 
many months before that. In order 
to retain Mr. Coe’s valuable services 
the officials of the bank selected him 
Chairman of the Executive committee. Mr. 
Clarke, the new President of the American 
Exchange Bank, has an excellent record as an 
able financier and is known all over the 
United States. He has been connected with 
the bank for thirty-one years in many 
official capacities, Mr. Coe, the retir- 
ing President. has been connected 
with the bank for forty years and has been 
the President without intermission’ since 
1800. It fs thought that after a long rest he 
can devote many more years of usefulness. to 
the institution, of which he remains a di- 
rector. The stockholders of the South- 
ern National Bank, in addition to 
voting for dlirectors, had to decide 
upon à proposition to reduce its capital from 
$1,000,000 to $500,000, transferring the 
latter amount to the jaccount of the 
surplus. Out of 10.000 shares of the 
bank 9,000 were represented and all 
votes cast were in favor of the reduction, 
which is now an accomplished fact. By the 
transposition of capital to surplus the stand- 
ing of the bank is much improved, it being es- 
teemed preferable to have a capital of $500,- 
000, and a surplus of about $650,000, than 
$1,000,000 capital and a surplus of $150,- 
000.

MARKET STILL WEAK. 


SHARP BREAK AT THE OPENING WITH 
PARTIAL BEOOVEBY LATER. 


Street Railway and Elevated Stocks Sell at 
the Lowest Prices Quoted for Several 
WeekseAnnual Reports of the Cable 
Companies Bring Confidence to the 
Market- Active Trading in 304 
Gas Company LElections=Firm Ster- 


ling. 

The local stock market was again decidedly ac- 
tive yesterday, although the activity during most 
of the day was purchased at the expense of quo- 
tations. The bears had matters quite their own 
way in the morning. Rapid Transit stock opened 
extremely week, selling down from 83 to 30. 
There was much bear talk also on the street rail- 
ways, which was merely a continuance of what 
has been said for several days about poor earn- 
ings and a prospective unsatisfactory showing to 
the stockholders at their annual meeting, West 
Side stock broke to 187 soon after the opening. 
When the returns came in from the North Side 
annual meeting and were found to be 
more ‘satisfactory in some respects than 
traders had been looking for there was a rather 
better tone to the market. The statement of 
President Yerkes that the net earnings of the 
North Side road had actually increased in De- 
eember. instead of showing the remarkably heavy 
falling Off which the bears had been predicting, 
was regarded as the most cheerful news of the 
day and prices began to revive. The essential 
features of the West Side report also got to the 
exchange before the market closed and closing 
prices showed decided firmness. The last sale of 
West Side was at 1423, which was a 5 point ad- 
vance from the lowest price of the day, and bid- 
ding was above that closing price when the ham- 
mer fell. 

The annual reports of the two street railway 
companies will be found in full detail elsewhere 
in this issue. That they show heavy increase 
over last year goes without saying. That in- 
crease, it is true, is somewhat less than the carly 
predictions of some of the enthusiastic friends of 
these properties. Inthe case of North Side the 
net earnings, after all charges are deducted prior 
to the claims of the stock, are 21 per gent, The 
report is certainly a testimonial to Mr. Yerkes’ 
ability as a street railway manager. A statement 
which shows operating expenses uced to less 
than 46 per cent of the income will stand as a 
model to every other cable road in the couutry. 
Some of the stockholders will probably dis- 
appointed that there is no division of the surplus, 
though they cannot fail to be pleased that there 
is a surplus so substantial as to amount to 
et.

The Excepted Cities committee of the West- 
ern Union was in close session at Judge Cary's 
office all day yesterday, and it is thought that 
the results of this meeting will bring the com- 
mission question to a focus.

A 
number of companies go back to first 
principles and assert that the committee has 
overstepped the authority vested init by the 
Niagara meeting. These people claim that the 
enforcement of the reduced commission rule was 
made contingent on the committee’s success in 
wetting the codperation of ayo 90 and 95 per 
cent of the companies Going 
territory. It is not claimed that the union has 

admitted to membership any considerable num- 
ber of non-union companies, although many non- 
unicn companies favor a reduction of commis- 
sions. Some of the union companies which were 
at first inclined to resent the order from the — 
cities committee to send out notices of reduc 
in commissions have complied with the demand, 
but there are still a number of union companies 
which have not heartily fallen into line.

Dole’s Reply to Stevens. 


The government is keepm 

err g the answer of 
Dole to Willis’ demands secret until it shall 
have had time to reach the President. The 
following summary, however, has been ob- 
tained from good authority: 

Dole begins by noting that this is the first offi- 
cial communication his government has had in- 
timating in any way the policy of President 
Cleveland towards Hawaii. By no action of this

It 
has always been faithful to its constituents, and 
by no acts or intimation has ever offered to sub- 
mit its rights to the United States or any other 
power. For these reasons this government must 
refuse to consider the proposition of Minister 
Willis. No allusion is made by President Dole 
to Willis’ appeals to their patriotism, and moral 
sense, nor to terms of amnesty secured from the 
9x-Queen. 
Preparing for a Siege.

New York, Jan. 9.— [Special. — The sweep- 
ing success that attended the efforts of the 
anti-race track organization formed last 
spring for the purpose of fighting the race- 
track kings in New Jersey at the last election 
has emboldened its projectors to a 
much greater undertaking.

Fallacies as to Wages Also Utteredl- Dem- 


ocrats Are Urged, However, to Stand 
on Their Piatform—fien. Black's Glit- 


tering Generalities=Earnest Protection 
Speech by A. J. Hopkins - He Says the 
Bill Is a Deadly Blow at American 
Progress=Haines Heard From, 

Wasnineros, D. C., Jan. 9.—[Special.}— 
Chairman Wilson closed his opeving speech 
on the tariff debate today. He was in better 
form than yesterday and served to knit his 
party more closely together. He was also 
more aggressive in his attacks on protection, 
and the undertone of his remarks showed no 
eoncealment of his belief that the present 
measure is merely a step towards free trade 
and will ultimately lead toit. Mr. Wilson, 
when he concluded, received the warm ap- 
applause of his party and the personal con- 
gratulations of members of both parties. 

Gen. John C. Black has been picked out to 
make a speech for the Democrats, because it 
was desirable to intersperse dry statistics with 
some gems of sentiment. Gen. Black strewed 
the flowers of denunciatory rhetoric all over 


the House. He was poetic and sentimental 
by turns, making the old familiar campaign 
speech about the robber barons of protection 
and the beauties of free trade. From a Dem- 
ocratic point of view it was a good speech, 
but it will not make any of the hungry work- 
men out in Illinois who voted for Black any 
less hungry, nor will it give them a bigger 
share of their employers’ earnings if they 
are getting any wages at all in these 


times. 
Mr. A. J. Hopkins of Illinois followed Gen. 


Black. Mr. Hopkins is one of the younger 
members of the Ways and Means committee. 
He has given the tariff close study both in its 
local and its general bearings. He was at his 
best in analyzing the old slave-labor theory 
on which the Wilson bill is constructed, and 
in pointing out its legitimate fruits Mr. Hop- 
kin’s speeeh was a very good one, both in its 
reasoning and its delivery. It commanded 
the close attention of the House. 
Wilson’s Fallacy as to Wages. 
Resuming his speech Mr. Wilson spoke in 


effect as follows: 

He held that any industry which was_depend- 
ent upon the protection of law, or leaned against 
taxation laid upon other industries, reduced the 
rate of wages. They reduced wages, if not in the 
main; at least by reducing the purchasing power 
of wages. The United States had exported last 
year over 6,000,000 bales of cotton to be sold in 
the markets of the world; which was sold. in 
competition with the cotton of Egypt and India, 
even though the wages paid on American planta- 
tions was ten tims as much as in Egypt and 
India. Manufacturers who were not protected 
had two customers with one price. It the wall of 
protection were removed: from the American 
agriculturist the farmer would not know nor 
care whether his wheat was eaten in Memphis or 
Manchester, nor whether his cotton had gone to 
Fall River or Manchester. Referring to the nu- 
merous petitions which had been presented in 
Congress protesting against the passage of this 
bill, Mr. Wilson intimated that they had been 
signed under coercion. He said he had just ro- 
ceived a letter from a former constituent, stating 
that he had been discharged from the iron 
mill in Youngstown. O., because he refused to 
sign a petition. [Democratic applause.} And 
this was not an isolated case; his mail every day 
was filled with letters from workingmen, stating 
that those petitions had been signed under duress, 
and hoping that he (Mr. Wilson) would not be 
influenced by them. 

Answering a. question by Mr. Doolittle (Rep., 
Wash.) if ho meant to compare the intelligence 
of the American laborer with the intelligence of 
the slave laborer of the South before the war, 
Mr. Wiison replied that no one with intelligence 
above that of the slave laborer would ask such a 
question. [Long continued laughter and ap- 
plause on Democratic side.] Mr. Wilson soon 
afterwards stated that he wished to be courteous 
in everything, and he therefore withdrew his re- 
marks about the gentleman from Washington. 
| Laughter and applause. | 


For an Income Tax. 


In speaking of the income tax Mr. Wilson said 
that the Committee on Ways and Means expec 
to follow up the tariff bill with au internal rev- 
enue bill which would provide for the temporary 
deficit in the revenues of the country. He sta 
that the committee conten an income tax 
of 2 per cent on personal ‘Incomes in excess of 
$4,000 and an internal revenue tax of $1.50 in 
place of the present tax of 50 cents on cigar- 
ettes, and aiso he thought an internal revenue 
tax of 2 cents a pack on _ playing cards, and an 
increase of 10 cents a gallon on whisky. 


In his peroration he said: 


Now, Mr. Chairman, in closing these remarks I 
want to say that if the economic objections to 
protection are so great; if it unbalances trade; 
if it causes fluctuations and lopsidedness in the 
industries of the country; if it robs labor of em- 
ployment: if it lessens the wages of labor; if it 
throws crushing burdens upon the American 
farmer; if it makes the support of this govem- 
ment an onerous burden in this country, there 
are other objections to the protective system 
equally as strong, equally as vital, in that it is 
undermining equal free institutions in this 
country. If I understand the Democracy, the 
mean of the fact that it has had a charmed 
life in all the history of this country is that with 
more or less courage it has always stood for 
a government of equal rights to all and 
special privileges to none. [Applause.] When- 
over this party has borne that inspiring legend 
upon its banner and fought fearlessly and honest- 
ly for it the American people have never failed ta 
rally with it and give to it control of the Federal 
Government.

Hopkins Attacks the Bill, 


Mr. Hopkins (Rep., III.), a member of the 
Committee on Ways and Means, said: 

The interpretation of the political victory in 
1892, as embodied in the Wilson bill, is not ac- 
cepted by the industrial North; and judging by 
the protests which have come up it has not been 
approved by the South, either. The bill is an 
anomaly—as a revenue measure it is a confes 
failure, cutting otf $70,000,000, while the gov- 
ernment is unable to meet its obligations. It is 
also a surrender of the boasted principles which 
the Democrats claim are so dear to their hearts. 
They have compromised with their consciences 
by making a deadly assault in the ill 
upon every industry throughout the New 
England, Northern, and Western States. No 
industry that is giving employment to labor at 
remunerative wages and is developing a market 
for the products of American farmers has es- 
caped. The South had always been an advocate 
of free trade, and a controling faction of the ma- 
jority of the Committee on Ways and Means be- 
ing from that section itis not surprising that a 
bill had been “presented that is not only a 
menace to the industries that have developed and 
enriched the New England, Middle, and Western 
States and would have made the Southern States 
blossom like a rose, had the people in this fa- 
vored section taken advantage of the legislation 
and developed the resources of their States, but 
is also antagonistic to the rights and dearest in- 
terests of the wage-workers in this country., 

Mr. Hopkins went at length into a review of 
the tariff legislation of the United States, as- 
serting that every era of free trade had been 
one of suffering and distress, in proof of 
which he quoted from various Democratic 
authorities. English influences upon Ameri- 
can politics for the last two generations were 
referred to by Mr. Hopkins, they being al- 
ways Opposed to the principles of the Repub- 
lican party. The election of Polk over Clay, 
the protectionist. was influenced, he charged, 
by the use of British money. The Cobden 
club, a famous free-trade organization, had 
increased its membership by establishing 
headquarters in New York, and nrany of the 
leading statesmen in the Democratic party 
today were members of that free-trade organ- 
ization. The present Secretary of the Treas- 
ury was one of its shining lights. Its avowed 
object and purpose was to commit this gov- 
ernment to the doctrines of free trade. 


Beneficent Effects of Protection. 


As to the effect of the operation’ of the 
protective tariff principles Mr. Hopkins said: 

There is no article manufactured in this 
country today in sufficient quantities to meet or 
neurly meet the requirements of the consumers 
that is not cheaper than it was when we de- 
pended upon the foreign manufacturer. 
any Democrat in this House or out of it, in 
America or in England., successfully to controvert 
this statement. This reduction to the consumer 
has not been brought about by any reduction in 
the wages of those who are engaged in their 
manufacture and production. | 

Mr. Hopkins proceeded to diseuss the re- 
sults of the same principle upon the agricul- 
tural interests of the country, using IIlinois 
and New York, where large manufacturing 
industries had been built up, as illustrations. 
In those States, by bringing the producer 
close to his market, the value of agricultural 
land and products had largely increased. 
Statistics, he asserted, showed that poor 
farmers are found in those sections of the 
Union which are given up almost to agri- 
culture. Agricultural laborers were benefited 
in the same way by the increase of their 
wages in manufacturing States. The MeKin- 
ley bill had operated to the advantage of the 
farmer. Under it 10 per cent of agricultural 
products, he said, are exported; these come 
from 44,000,000 acres. Produce that was 
imported before the McKinley _ bill 
was passed would require 70,000- 
000 acres. He said the tariff 
question has resolved itseff into one of labor, 
and the contest that is being waged by the 
Democratic party to pass this Wilson bill isa 
war upon the laboring classés of America. 
The necessity of a protective tariff was fur- 
ther shown by Mr. Hopkins to provide reve- 
nue for carrying on the government, which 
was now administered at an average cost of 
$1,260,000 a day. This sum must not only 
be collected at the least expense, but expended 
wisely. A navy commensurate with the dig- 
nity and character of the people must be 
maintained; the pension roll, the chief giory 
of the government, provided for; anda proper 
system of internal improvements carried on, 
In conclusion Mr. Hopkins said: 

Mr. Chairman, the bill which we have under 
consideration, if it becomes a law in the form in 
which it is now presented to the House, will deal 
a deadly blow to that spirit of improvement 
which has not only characterized our national 
government for more than a generation but 
which has extended to and controlled the action 
of the individual citizen. This bill, if it becomes 
a law, is a long step toward that free trade which 
bas been the dream of visionaries and the hope 
of the foreign manufacturer. The condition of 
the people of this country during the summer 
And fall which have just passed is but an earnest, 
in my judginent. of what we shall experience if 
this vicious measure is enacted into a law.

Telling Points Made by Mr. Burrows in 
His Speech Against Wilson's Bill. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 9.—In the course 
of his speech on the tariff today Mr. Burrows 
exhibited a petition from the wool-growers of 
Texas protesting against putting wool on the 


free list. The list was many yards long and 


contained 1,100 names; and he had no hesi- 
tation in asserting that no coercion had been 
used. The signers, he said, were not only 
wool-growers but also Democrats. He also 
sent to the clerk’s desk and had read exttacts 
from a Democratic paper which claimed that 
the subcommittee which prepared the tariff 
bill were ‘tyros in tariff tinkering.” 
The journal referred to stated that the 
gommittee had included hydraulic hose, made 
of linen, among wearing apparel, apparently 
supposing that they were to be worn on the 
nether extremities instead of being used to 
extinguish fires. The same journal expressed 
surprise that the subcommittee had not in- 
cluded “spinning-mules’’ in the live-stock 
schedule.

CARLISLE ON THE TREASURY DEFICIT. 


The Secretary Explains Conditions to the 
Senate Finance Committee, N 

Wasaineron, D. C., Jan. 9.— [Special. 
Secretary Carlisle was before the Senate 
Finance committee this afternoon. Chair- 
man Voorhees was at the White House during 
the morning and it was then arranged thata 
special meeting shculd be held, at which Sec- 
retary Carlisle could present the views of the 
administration. No concealment was made 
by the Secretary of the Treasury that both he 
and the President want bonds in some shape. 
He told the committee what is already known 
about the desperate condition of the national 
finances and intimated that any legislation to 
relieve the strain would be grateful. With 
his usual timidity Mr. Carlisle also wants the 
legislation which will meet with a minimum 
of opposition, and if there are bonds he 
seems to favor disguising their nature as far as 
possible. This view meets with little sympa- 
thy from Sherman, Allison, and other members 
of the Finance committee. Voorhees, Vest, 
and several of the Democrats want first to 
coin the seigniorage, and Secretary Carlisle 
would also like to have it done. the Re- 
publicans will not consent to the | ation, 
and if the majority in the committe on 
reporting such a measure it will be in the face 
of determined opposition. and the 23 ge 
needs of the Treasury for prompt relief wil 
not be met. Sherman strongly favors the 
issue of bonds in multiples of small sums, so 
that they can be placed by popular subscrip- 
tion. It may be that Chairman Voorhees will 
ultimately report such a measure, though it 
will be distasteful to some of his party asso- 
ciates. The members of the committee were 
deeply impressed with the showing made by 
Secretary Carlise. 

It is said that Carlisle made the rather 
alarming statement that the revenues of the 
government were running behind at the rate 
of $10,000,000 a month, and that whereas 
in his annual report sent to Congress early 
last month he had estimated the deficit 
at the end of the current fiscal year 
at $28,000,000 he now believed, or 
at least members of the committee obtained 
that idea from what he said. that the deficit 
would amount nearer to $50,000,000. When 
asked to what he attributed this great deficit 
Mr. Carlisle said it was due to the stagnation 
in business all over this country and abroad, 
the small amount of importations. and the 
general unwillingness of importers to do more 
than take care of their current and pressing 
business. 

All propositions for the issue of bonds con- 
template an amount aggregating something 
like $200,000,000 or the passage of a law 
giving the Secretary authority to issue that 
amount if necessary. It now looks as if the 
Republicans would oppose this issue. They 
say the cause of the recent depression which 
has produced the falling off in the revenues is 
due to the fear of changes in the tariff. 
On the other hand the silver men of the com- 
mittee leok on the existing conditions as a 
vindication of the position they took in the 
silver fight and say it shows that the silver 
purchasing law had noth to do with the 
prostration in business. y will oppose a 
bond issue unless something is done in the 
way of silver legislation. 

Another suggestion that is to be made to 
the committee at its next meeting is that the 
issue of greenbacks be increased by about 
$50,000,000. This, a Senator admitted, 
might still further deplete the gold reserve, 
but it would work asa temporary expedient, 
and he was confident that after the new tariff 
went into effect the revenues would adjust 
themselves and the present pressing need 
would disappear. 


GOLD RESERVE AT LOWEST POINT. 


It Is Now Down to $73,613,655, Owing to 
Unusually Heavy Payments. 

Wasurncron, D. C., Jan. 9.—The net Treas- 
ury balance at the close of busipess today 
was: Gold, $73,613,655, and currency, $18,- 
432.491. This does not take into account 
$6,223,301 paid on account of interest. 
The figures given show the gold re- 
serve to be the lowest ever reached, it 
having been invaded more than $26,000,000. 
It is believed at the Treasury Department, 
however, the heavy payments always due 
about the first of the month being out of the 
way, that the gold reserve will not be dimin- 
ished much further, and that the end of Janu- 
ary will find the net balance not much below 
$80 ,000,000.

THE RECORD OF THE POLICY OF INFAMY. 

it is possible at last to form a clear idea of 
what has been transpiring in Hawaii during 
the last few weeks. Itis humiliating to dis- 
cover from what has transpired that the policy 
of infamy remains as infamous as ever, and 
that the responsibility does not rest with Min- 
ister Willis but with President Cleveland and 
his administration. Briefly stated, Dec, 13 
President Dole inquired of Mr. Willis whether 
it was true that he was in communication with 
the Queen with the purpose of reéstablishing 
the monarchy. Dec. 14 the Corwin arrived 
withinstructions. Dec. 16 the British Minister, 
who seems to have been notified from some 
source of all that was going on, requested per- 
| mission of the provisional govérnment to land 
/marines, Dec. 17 and 18 were days of 
anxiety andalarm. On the 19th Mr. Willis 
notified the provisional government he had a 
communication from Washington to tender. 
A conference was held that day and Mr. Willis 
submitted the original policy ar outlined in 
the Gresham letter, accompanied by a letter 
| from the Queen accepting the conditions she 
had rejected previously, and notified the pro- 
visional government it was expected promptly 
to relinquish to her her constitutional au- 
thority. The provisional government has rot 
made public its reply to Minister Willis, but it 
is known that it refused to consider the propo- 
‘sition upon the ground that it never has sub- 
mitted any matter connected with the revolu- 
tion to the United States Government, that it is 
responsible only to those who constituted it 


and now maintain it, that it is amenable to no 


foreign power, and that it never has offered 
to submit its rights to the United States or 
any other power. 

This is the record to the latest “date. It is 
now clear that Minister Willis made his de- 
mand on the provisional government in pur- 
suance of his original instructions, and that 
those instructions were not withdrawn when 
the President submitted the whole matter to 
Congress, and placed the entire responsibility 
upon that body. Evidently there was no time 
limit on these instructions. Any day when 
the Queen changed her mind and accepted her 
friend Cleveland’s conditions Willis was at 
liberty to notify the provisional government 
of the policy of infamy, and he did so the 
very day after the Queen so changed her 
mind, More than. this, the Corwin sailed 
Dec. 4, when Congress was reassembling, 
The President, aware of public sentiment, 
already had formulated his message to Con- 
gress, leaving the whole responsibility with 
that body. And yet the Corwin sailed bearing 
this instruction from Gresham to Willis: 
** Should the Queen accept the conditions and 
the provisional government refuse to surren- 
der, you will be governed by previous instruc- 
tions. The message of the President to Con- 
gress, if it meant anything, meant that no 
further steps would be taken except with- 
permission of the legislative body, and yet in 
the face of this Minister Willis was instructed 
to carry out the original policy under certain 
conditions. It is clear now that he did not 
exceed his instructions, and that he has made 
no blunder, but, on the other hand, has done 
exactly what he was told to do. After the 
Queen had changed her mind he would have 
been disobeying instructions if he had not 
ordered the provisional government to sur- 
render, notwithstanding Mr. Cleveland’s an- 
nouncement to Congress that nothing further 
would be done without its consent. The New 
York Sun, discussing this point, makes these 
pertinent comments:

Regular readers were not surprised specially 
at this display of energy and activity and of 
a determination to give the people the news 
they want the most, for the old subscrib- 
ers are accustomed to it. 

If Trreunz readers want to form an ac- 
curate idea of the superior merits of the 
paper of their choice they should get copies of 
some of the other Chicago journals yesterday 
and compare them with Tun Trrsunz. Then 
they will appreciate how far in the 
lead the latter is, and how little it has to fear 
from comparisons. All who are curious to 
learn the difference between a paper of the 
first class and those of the second and other 
classes should act on the advice given above. 

The great event of Monduy was the fire in 

“the World’s Fair buildings. This was a mat- 
ter of interest to all Chicagoans and to those 
residents in Illinois and neighboring States 
who read the Chicago papers and who came 
here to see the Fair and the Court of Honor.

THE FIRE AT JACKSON PARK. _ 

The destructive fire at Jackson Park on 
Monday evening may have been occasioned 
by tramps, who, it isalleged, had taken pos- 
session of the Casino wing of the Peristyle 
structure. But who is responsible for tramps 
being in possession of the Casino and of the 
other empty buildings? Jackson Park is now in 
the hands of the Park Commissioners and they 
are the responsible parties. Ever since they 
have had possession the park has been over- 
run with tramps, vandals, and thieves, who 
have stolen everything they could lay 
their hande on and no effort has 
been made to stop them. The owners of 
property have been left without police protec- 
tion and have been robbed right and left, and 
when remonstrated with the thieves only have 
laughed at the owners. They knew there were 


no police to stop them and that they could in- 


duige in their outrages with impunity. Now 
the crime of incendiurism has been added to 
that of thievery. The destruction of the build- 
ings themselves is a matter of little con- 
sequence, as Whatever joss there is will fall 
upon the Commissioners themselves in the 
form of loss of salvage, but exhibiters whose 
goods have remained in the Manufactures 
„not through any fault of their own, 
have lost thousands of dellars. The disaster 
is shameful from every point of view. Col 
Rice of the Columbian Guard says:

For this disgraceful condition of things at 
Jackson Park the Park Commissiondrs are 
responsible, It has been made possible by 
their apparently studied neglect and indiffer- 
ence, although they have received a large sum 
of money from the Fair directors which well 
might have been applied to the protection of 
the grounds. It is now time that the park 
should be closed until every exhibit has been 
removed. If it is not there will be more 
thievery and incendiarism this winter, and the 
result will be a public disgrace to Chicago, 


Shut the park at once. 


THE : WILSON BILL CRITICISED. 
Representative Burrows of Michigan, one 
of the Republican members of the Committee 
on Ways and Means, opened the debate yes- 
terday in opposition to the Wilson bill on be- 
half of the minority, making a strong argu- 
ment in defense of the present tariff law and 
against the destructive changes which are 
proposed by the Democracy, changes which

‘go beyond mere modifications of rates and in- 


volve a reversal of what has been the policy 
of the country for a third of a century. 

He pointed out that the object of the fram- 
ers of the law of 1890 was to get revenue and 
give protection. It had done both. Hundreds 


of new industries have sprung into being, and 


there had been abundant revenue until the 
present time. That there was a falling off 
now was not due, said Mr. Burrows, to any 
defects in the McKinley law, but to the well- 
grounded fear of its radical modification, and 
he assured the Democrats that if they would 
recommit the pending bill and drop the tariff 
question, factories would reopen and im porta- 
tions recommence, 

He contrasted the policies of the two parties. 
The Democrats were for tariff reform,“ 
mysterious words which, as interpreted by 
the Wilson bill, meant the admission duty 
free of all articles which the Democrats were 
pleased to call raw materials,” and the im- 
position on manufactured articles of duties 
sufficiently lower than the protective point to 
insure their importation and a revenue—all 
this regardless of the conditions or necessities 
of home industries. The Republican policy, 
the constitutionality of which he proved, was 
to let in duty free all non-competitive prod- 
ucts andto put on competitive ones duties 
high enough to measure the difference in 
labor cost between the domestic and foreign 
article, thus developing and stimulating home 
industries, 

The free list of the Wilson bill, said Mr. 
Burrows, was free trade gone mad. Large 
as the present free list is, the bill proposed, at 
a serious loss of revenue, to add 181 articles 
toit. The inconsistencies of this free list 
were pointed out. Hoop iron is to be dutia- 
ble on the bucket of the farmer, but free 
when around the planter’s cotton. Other sec- 
tional peculiarities of the bill did not escape 
Mr. Burrows’ notice. While the Northern 
farmer paying $2 a day for labor is given 20 
per cent on wheat, the rice grower, paying 75 
cents a day, gets 71 per cent of protection. 
Tallow and some other kinds of grease are 
made free as tanners' materials.“ Sumac 
is not made free because it is a Virginia and 
North Carolina product. 

“The Wilson bill as a whole,“ said Mr. 
Burrows. looks only to lessened industries 
and lower wages. It ought to be entitled ‘a 


bill to lessen the revenue, destroy American 


industries, and pauperize American labor.“ 
He appealed to the South,a section rich in 
natural resources, to abandon a policy which 
would stop the development of those re- 
sources and to adopt the one which would 
advance its own prosperity and also that of 
the whole country. 

The bill, said Mr. Burrows, “is as unscien- 
tific as it is un-American.” In some instan- 
ces the duty on the finished article is less or 
no more than the duties on the articles enter- 
ing into its manufacture. By substituting ad 
valorem for specific duties and by venturing 
to defend the former, notwithstanding the 
ease with which they lend themselves to fraud, 
the framers of the Wilson bill have given fur- 
ther evidence of their ignorance regarding 
‘economic subjects. Mr. Burrows explained 
fully the dangers of ad valorem duties and 
then closed with an appeal to the majority to 
abandon their suicidal policy and relieve the 
appalling situation in which the country is 
now by saying that the protective policy shall 
not be abandoned. 

Such appeals, no matter how strongly 
worded, will have no effect on the Democratic 
Congressmen, but the people who are out of 
work and are starving because the Democrats 
will not give up their free trade policy will 
listen to such appeals, and will be heard from 
next November. 


A REPUBLICAN ELECTION COMMISSIONER 

The city elections law provides that two of 
the three Com missioners— 

Shall always be selected from the two leading 
political parties of the State, one from each of 
such parties, and all shall be legal voters and 
householders, residing in such city, and be men 
of well-known political convictions and of ap- 
proved integrity and capacity. 


The intention of the framers of the law and 
of those who voted for it was that each of the 
two great political parties should have at 
least one efficient active representative on the 
board in whom the mass of those who held 
the same political ideas that he did would 
have implicit confidence. It was the under- 
standing that the Republican who was to be 
selected was to be a man in good standing in 
his party, a man who was 100 per cent Re- 
publican, and not a man who was 75 or 45 
per cent Republican. It was the expectation 
that the County Judge, to whom the selection 
of Commissionérs was intrusted, would be so 
far emancipated from political influences 


that he would obey the law and give the oppo- | 


sition a fair show. 

That has not been done in all cases. Some 
of the men who have served as Republican 
Commissioners have not had “ well-known 
political convictions,” and if they had ca- 
pacity they did not showit, Both the lah: 
guage and the spirit of the law have been 
violated. The term of the present Repub 
lican member of the board has expired an@a 
successor has to be appointed. The outgoing 
Commissioner is not satisfactory to the Re- 
publicans of this city and they want to see 
him replaced by one who is. Their wishes 
should be respected by the County Judge and 
their suggestions, especially when made bya 


‘committee which represents the party official- 


ly, should, be heeded. 

The power of appointment was not given to 
the County Judge that he might pick out 
some milk-and-water Republican who will 
protest feebly, if at all, against the unfair 
practices of the partisan ‘and unscrupulous 
Democrats who may be his colleagues, but a 
man who will make a fight to see that his 
party gets what the law entitles it to. Nor 
should the County Judge get it in his head 
that the law is complied with if he vicks out 
some needy Republican friend of his who 
wants a job and who will show his gratitude 
by doing nothing to harm the Judge's party. 

The Republican Executive committee called

of doing about the choice of a Republican 
Commissioner. His answer was that "he was 
not ready to discuss the question then and 
that the proper time to make an appointment 


was directly before or after an election. The 


Judge is mistaken and the proper time is now. 
Next month the judges and clerks for the en- 
suing year are to bechosen, The Republicans 
are entitled to half of those. The law does 
not leave to the majority Commissioners the 
uncontrolled power to decide who these Re- 
publican judges and clerks shall be. It pro- 
vides that each of the Commissioners shall 
have a veto upon the proposed selection or 
nomination of any judge or clerk.“ No pre- 
tended Republican not “ of good repute and 
character” and not “of good understanding 
and capable” can be toreed on the Repub- 
licans of any precinct if the Republican Com- 
missioner objects, 

Is it the intention of the County Judge to 
have in office next month an off-and-on Re- 
publican who will not use,his veto power when 
it is necessary and who will make no exertions 
to secure for his party efficient and trust- 
worthy judges and clerks to act not merely at 
the April but at the November election? The 
fight against registration frauds which the 
Democrats propose committing in 1894 ought 
to begin next month. The first contest is one 
for good judges and clerks. The Republicans 
hardly can expect to win that if they have not 
a Republican Commissioner of well-known 
political principles’ and “approved capac- 
ity.“ Does the Judge of the County Court 
intend to refuse to give them such a man?

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DID COUGHLIN MAKEA MISTAKE! 

It is beginning to look somewhat as if Dan 
Coughlin would have fared better if he had 
not secured another trial and had remained 
quietly at work at Joliet. Had he done that 
it is not im possible that in the course of time 
an application would have been made to the 
Governor for his pardon or a commutation of 
his sentence. The weak points in his trial 
would have been dwelt on, the deaths of his 
fellow-conspirators would have been sug- 
gested, and it would have been claimed that 
he had suffered enough. The unkhown 
agencies whieh have stood back of him in the 
past would have worked zealously for his re- 
lease. 

It may be that if Coughlin had known the 
new evidence which was to be produced 
against him he would have decided to let well 
enough alone and not to take chances fora 
new trial which might result in a renewal of 
the verdict of imprisonment for life or per- 
haps in a hanging. But that so much and so 
important additional evidence would turn up 
could not have been expected by him. 

The defense has not yet called its witnesses. 
It is impossible to say, therefore, whether the 
statements made by Mrs. Foy and Mr. Bar- 
deen will be impeached or not. If they are 


| not it is difficult to see how the jurors can re- 


sist the conclusion, taking all the evidence 
into congideration, that Conghlin knew a 
great deal more about the Cronin murder 
than an innocent man could possibly know 
under any conceivable circumstances. If 
there are no cranks or men of fixed opinions 
on the jury, and if the defense cannot upset 
these new witnesses, it would not be at all 
surprising if Coughlin should be sent back to 
Joliet, whence it would be far more difficult 
to secure his release than before, because the 
case against him would be so much stronger. 
All he would have gained would be several 
months of easy jail life. 

There was much regret that on the previous 
trial Coughlin did not take the stand and tell 
what he knew about that white horse, . It has 
been intimated that he could have done so 
without injuring his associates. He has none 
now. He is being tried alone. Therefore, if 
he does not testify in his own behalf and ex- 
plain his relations with Mr. Foy, what he was 
doing out in Lake View with that trunk, and 
also about the horse, the popular verdict wiil 
be that he did not attempt to explain because 
he could not do so, Therefore he ought by 
all means to tell his story and let the jury 
pass on it.

ELECTION ‘FRAUDS AND THE GRAND 
JURY.

The grand jury for the January term has 


just been drawn. The time has come for the 
investigation of the frauds committed at the 
last election. ‘The evidence which has been 
collected should be laid before the jury, and 
the men who registered ahd voted illegally 
and these who aided and abetted them therein 
should be indicted and arrested. A few per- 
sons charged with offenses against the elec- 
tion laws have been brought before Justices 
of the Peace, but nearly all of them have 
managed to escape. The proper place to be- 
gin is in the grand jury room. Let all the 
evidence be presented there. 

Those persons who have been examining 
into the frauds of the 19th of December, which 
took the Mayoralty from Mr. Swift and gave 
it to Mr. Hopkins, must not wait too long. 
The quicker the punishment the greater the 
effect. They have a mass of material in their 
possession which should be handed over to the 
grand jury now. That which they may col- 
lect later can be dealt with by another jury. 
While election frauds have been of increasing 
frequency for years back no one has been 
punished for those criminal acts. Some pen- 


itentiary sentences are needed badly to purify { 


the atmosphere. There is not time between 
now and the spring elections. to convict any 
offenders, but if a number of the individuals 
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e eee, dee illegal part in the 
_ spring elections, when the Democrats will try 
to secure the town officers and a number of 
Aldermen, so as to give them the majority in 
the Council. 

If nothing is done to make the Democratic 
workers understand that there are some dan- 
gers accompanying illegal registration they

County will treble that of 1893. It appears 
from the accompanying tables that the total 
product of the mines of Leadville in gold, 
silver, and lead last year is valued at 8419, 
000 more than the $8,160.400 worth pro- 
duced in the same region in 1892, in spite of the 
hard times, If the relative 060 be equal - 
ly good in the other mining districts of that 
State the people of Colorado may well afford 
to laugh at their foolish Governor and those 
who predicted dire and complete destruction 
as a consequence of repealing the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman act. It will be far 
better for them to produce gold, which is 
wanted all over the world, than to continue to 
turn out silver that is not wanted in anything 
like the large quantities that have been pro- 
duced in recent years.

RIOT AT A FUNERAL IN PRAGUE. 
Two Thousand Persons Shouting for An- 


archy Follow a Czech Soldier’s Coffin. 


Praaus, Jan. 9.—The funeral of a Czech 


soldier, who was killed by a policeman Jan. 6, 
led to a riot today. The coffin was followed 
by a mob of 2,000 persons. The mob pre- 


vented the playing of the regimental bands, 
sang seditious , and threatened the po- 
lice with violence, When the police were or- 
dered to disperse the mob they were received 
with a shower of stones and pieces of ice and 
hurrahs for anarchy and the social republic. 
On reaching Grabenstrasse, one of the prin- 
cipal thoroughfares, the police charged the 
rioters with swords and put them to flight. 
Many persons were wounded. Three leaders 
of the mob were arrested. 


PLANS OF ANARCHISTS REVEALED 


Italian Policemen Secure Important Docu- 
ments-Vaillant’s Trial Today. 

Rome, Jan. 9.—The general raid on An- 
archists’ haunts, made yesterday by the po- 
lice here and in the large provincial towns. 
was productive of good results. Altogether 
about 10,000 copies of manifestoes, couched 
in the usual wild language of the Anarchists, 
were seized. The authorities also got pos- 
session of a list referring to a quantity of fire- 
arms, which, search as they might, they could 
not find. Other lists were found giving a 
complete record of the recent bomb outrages 
in Rome and specifying intended outrages. 

The agitation in the Province of Bari is be- 
coming worse, and it will require strong 
measures to put down the disorderly element. 
In Ruvoa band of rioters today attempted to set 
fire to the municipal building. Frustrated in 
this the mob turned its attention to the tram 
lines, attempting to tear up the rails, While 
engaged in this work a strong body of troops 
appeared and compelled the rioters to desist. 
The mob was finally dispersed. 

Before being dispersed the mob threatened 
the Agricultural Bank, made an attack on the 
jail, releasing nine prisoners and cut the tele- 
graph wires. The rioters gathered agnin later 
and made a threatening demonstration against 
the barracks, when they were fired upon by 
the soldiers, one rioter being killed and sev- 
eral wounded. 

Sig. Gregorio Agnini 
Prampolini, Socialist members of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, landed at Palermo today. 
They were met by the police and ordered to 
quit Sicily without delay. | | 

The police arrested two Anarchists in a low 
public house on the outskirts of Romie today, 
and discovered papers in their possession 
showing they were the authors of the recent 
explosions in Rome. 

Some reports received this evening say the 
munieipal offices and other public buildings 
in Ruvo were burned. The mob attacked the 
soldiers recklessly. Several of the rioters 
have died of wounds and many others are se- 
riously hurt. A dozen soldiers were injured. 
Reinforcements have been sent to the scene 
from Bari. 

Letters from Castel vetrano, Sicily, say or- 
der has been restored there, but at a terrible 


cost of life, the troops literally bombarding 


the town. Dozens were killed and scores 
wounded. Five hundred persons are in prison 
awaiting trial by the military tribunals. 

Pakts, Feb. 9.—The Figaro says the resi- 
dences of the jurors who will serve on the 
trial tomorrow of Auguste Vaillant, the An- 
archist, will be specially guarded during the 
trial in order to prevent friends of the pris- 
onerfrom committing outrage for the pur- 
pose of intimidating the jurors. 

The postoffice authorities have issued or- 
ders for the seizure of all letters addressed to 
sixty-eight suspected Anarchists. These sus- 


pects are Frenchmen, Germans, Italians, and 


Russians, most of whom live in London.

Difficulty of His Committing the Crime 
Without Being Heard by the People 


Suicide Receives a Setback—Grave 
Charges of Fraud Made Against the 
De Pauw Brothers at Indianapolis= 
General News from the Northwest, 

Janusvitie, Wis., Jan. 9.—[Special.]—A 
akeleton swings to and fro in the Circuit 
Court-room and stares Matthew R, Ashton in 
the face as he sits beside his attorney on trial 
for the murder of his aunt, Mrs. Daniel Stone. 
The skeleton is for use in demonstrating the 
extent of Mrs. Stone’s injuries. Beside it is 
a fac-simile of the kitchen sink under which 
was the cistern where Mrs. Stone was found, 
Much of today’s testimony turned on these 
surroundings. George Schailer, who made the 
measurements for the fac-simile, was ex- 
amined by the State to show how, difficult it 
would be for an elderly woman to cfaw! under 
the sink, shut the door firmly behind her, turn 
and climb into the cistern. 

County Surveyor O. G. Bleedorn was sworn 
to corroborate Schaller’s testimony, he hav- 
ing helped in the measuring. He had also 
made a survey and plat of the farm and the 
buildings. a 

Detective Burt of the Pinkerton force had 
been living on the Stone farm for a week pre- 
ceeding Mrs. Stone's death. He was there in 
the guise of a fisherman to.investigate the 
mysterious assault made on Daniel 
Stone two weeks before’ Mr. Stone, 
attorneys for the defense insist, always sus- 
pected his wife of committing the assauit, and 
hired Burt with a view of settling his doubts, 
Surveyor Bleedorn testified that Burt’s room 
was directly at the head of the stairs and 
within easy hearing of the kitchen. On cross- 
examination Surveyor Bleedorn was ques- 
tioned in relation to the location of the rooms 
and how plainly a sound made in one could be 
heard in another, his questions pointing espe- 
cially to how plainly the detective could hear 
from his room the noise made in the dining 
room below. If the door were open he said 
there could be two unobstructed passages be- 
tween the two rooms and also between the 
sleeping room of the hired men and the room 
where the crime is alleged to have been com- 
mitted. 

Martin Rabyar, a hired man, testified that 
the night before the death of Mrs. Stone the 
occupants of the house were Mrs. Stone, Mrs. 
Preston, Detective Burt, and three hired men. 
Rabyar said he and Ed Ablett, another hired 
man, got up at half-past 5 the morning of the 
murder. Mrs. Stone was working in the din- 
ing-room and they talked with her for a mo- 
ment. She responded cheerily. This was 

less than half an hour before she disappeared. 
It was later than they usually saw her, as they 
usually got up at 5 o'clock. On the way 
to the barn the witness and Abilett saw 
Ashton at the well, drawing water. Nothing 
was said to Ashton by either. Rabyar’s duty 
at the barn was feeding horses, and he and 
Ablett were at the barn, he thought, about 
three-quarters of an hour. The witness did 
not see Ashton while he was at the barn. 

The theory of the defense, that Mrs. Stone 
committed suicide, was weakened in a mate- 
rial point when Mrs, Preston, mother of the 
dead woman, was puton the stand. It had 
been said ina former examination that the 
night before her death Mrs. Stone showed un- 
usual — 4 and knelt and prayed at her 
mother’s side, a thing she had not done in 
years. This Mrs. Preston denied and said her 
— at the Coroner's inquest was a mis- 
take. 


CHARGES AGAINST THE DEFPAU VS 


Fraud Alleged in Their Transactions with 
the Premier Steel Works. 


InpianaPouis, Ind., Jan. 9.—[Special.]— 
Charges against the De Pauw boys, Newland 
T. and Charles W., are made in a suit filed to- 
day by Receiver McGottigan of the Premier 
steel works. He says he has learned that 
while the capital stock of the big steel works 
was $1,000,000, alleged to have been ail 
paid up, only $45,000 was ever paid in cash. 
The De Pauws, early in 1880 and a few months 
after the Premier company was organized, paid 
R. W. Carroll, F. Protzman, and C. F. Adams, 
all of Pennsylvania, $1,000 for the Adams“ 
process of making steel rails, a process that 
was a mere experiment at the time. Through 
their influence over the Board of Directors, it 
is claimed, this process was sold to the 
Premier company, in return for which the De 
Pauws were given $855,000 stock in the cor- 
poration. The contract by which the trans. 
fer of the proces; was made is set out, and 
then the complaint charges that the process 
was transferred to the company for 
the purpose of fraud, by which 
large credits were secured and debts 
of over $800,000 contracted. The court is 
asked to force the De Pauws to pay for their 
stock in money, to set aside the contract by 
which the Adams process was sold to the com- 
pany in lieu of stock, and judgment of 8900, 
000 is asked. An execution was issued, on a 
judgment, against the trusteee of De Pauw 
University for $1,800 and the financial con- 
— of that institution is seriously jeopar- 

zed.

ERNEST TAYLOR KILLED BY THE CARS. 


Struck by Aurora Special Near Oak Park 
While Walking with Miss Dupuis. 

Ernest Taylor, son of H. T. Taylor, No. 302 
North Grove avenue, Maywood, wus struck 
and instantly killed last night by — 
express on the Northwestern railroad. Young 
Taylor had been skating on the Desplaines 
river with Miss Florence Dupuis.

His skull was fractured and his 
left leg broken. Miss Dupuis, although faint 
and bruised, crawled to where Taylor lay. 
He was alive, but unconscious. Assistance 
was soon at hand, but it came too late to do 
anything for Taylor, who was already dead. 
Miss Dupuis was taken.honie and Taylor’s 
body was taken to Oak Park. Taylor was 17 
years old and for two years had been a.mem- 
ber of the Oak Park High School.

DINING AND SLEEPING CAR TAX, 


It Is Sought to Be Imposed in the State of 
Ohio. 

CotumsBus, O., Jan. 9.—[Special.]—Sleep- 
ing, dining, buffet, and chair railway cars will 
be taxed hereafter in Ohio if the bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Hunter becomesa law. It pro- 
vides that the State is authorized and em- 
powered to tax all sleeping, dining. buffet, 
and chair cars that pass through, in whole or 
in part, the State of Ohio, such tax to be at 
the rate of three-fourths cent per mile for 
each car. All sleeping, dining, buffet, and 
chair car companies, together with all ruail- 
roads in Ohio over which they pass, shall make 
daiiy reports to the Railroad Commissioner of 
all cars that pass over their’ roads and the 
number of miles traveled. The Railroad 
Commissioner shall furnish all railroads do- 
ing business in the state, together with said 
car companies, with blanks for this purpose. 
The Railroad Commissioner shall be required 
to make monthly report of the number of 
cars and the miles traveled by each in the 
State to the Auditor of the State at the be- 
ginning of the month, who shall collect the 
tax provided for and turn said funds into the 
State Treasury to the credit of the general 
revenue fund,

RELIEF WORK GOES ON Bien, 2 


ENCOURAGING REPORTS MADE T0 
THE OENTRAL ASSOCIATION. 


W. R. Sterling Tells of Help Given to Un- 
fortunates in the Nineteenth Warde 
Resources Being Husbanded for Pros- 
pective Necessities=Several Lines of 
Business Are Raising Much Money for 
the Destitute=Sale of Pictures Planned 
~Wage-Earners and sums They Give, 


Committees of the Central Relief Associa- 
tion were represented by their Chairman et 
an adjourned meeting of that body, held in 
Apollo Hail, Central Music Hall Building, last 
night. E. F. Cragin was Chairman, and in a 
talk he made at the opening of the meeting 
and from the reports made by members of 
the committees the condition of relief meas- 
ures was shown to be prosperous, 

Mr. Cragin said when the work of the asso- 
ciation began there were between 2,000 and 
9,000 idle men who were out of money and 
in want. Through the organized efforts of 
charity tere was now no feason why any one 
willing to work should be without the neces- 
sities of lite. Mr. Cragin also read 
a letter from W. R. Sterling, Chair. 
man pro tem. of the Executive committee. 
In the course of this communication Mr. Ster- 
ling wrote that in the Nineteenth Ward relief 
workers had registered 217 men who desired 
to work on the terms offered. They had em- 
ployed a great majority of these men between 
Jan. 3 and 8, at the rate of five hours n day 
for each man, equal to 229 days’ work of ten 
hours each of one man. In that time they had 
cleaned a length of streets equal to three aud 
two-thirds miles. There were at work yester- 
day 179 men. There were loaded with dirt 
Monday fiftgen Chicago, Burlington and 
Quiney flat cars to be hauled out of the city. 
Arrangements had been made with that rail- 
road to put forty cars into this service at its 
Sixteenth street yards. It had been found 
cheaper to pay the reasonable charge agreed 
upon for this car service than to haul the 
dirt by teams to a dumping ground some 
miles away. 

We are going a little slow in taking on the 
names of new applicants,” Mr. Sterling 
wrote, until we have developed a greater 
ability to visit and investigate those already 
on our books in the Nineteenth Ward, and for 
the reason that we believe some of the most 
deserving cases of a class who shrink from ex- 
posing their needs are likely to come to the 
surface at a later date. We rather wish there- 
fore to so husband our resources as to be pre- 
pared to 2 care for such cases. 

T. W. Harvey said there was none of the 
societies engaged in charitable work but saw 
more deserving cases than it could attend to. 
Out of 2,500 men who were wiliing to work 
for meals and lodging only 1.500 could be 
given work. Many young men had gone 
home, while others had secured positions, 
The situation of young women out of work 
was more pitiful even than that of men. and 
something should be done for their relief, he 
thought. 

F. G. Logan, Chairman of the Employment 
Bureau, made a plea in behalf of organized 
charity. 

John W. Ela said in his opinion Chicago 
had been far behind in charities before . 
recent organization had been perfected, but 
now it was not excelled by any city in the 
United States. 

The committeemen representing the various 
lines reported almost,without exceptien the 
had met with success in the canvass. 
Schner of the wholesale jewelers reported 
$5,000 already subscribed and said $15,000 
was the sum expected. For fetail jewelers a 
total of $5,000 in subscriptions was reported. 
G. A. Fuller, contractor, said the 600 em- 
ployés of his firm had subscribed $1,500, and 
George 0 Hern oy 2 ob $2,500 in subserip- 
tions from hide and leather men. 

O. O0. Grover reported for the artists of 
Chicago that an exhibit and sale of pictures 
had been arranged to be held in the rooms of 
the Chicago Society of Artists Jan. 15 to 25 
for the benefit of the relief fund.

OHIOAGO’S NOVEL ENTERPRISE NOW 
READY FOR ITS PATRONS. 


It Is Named After Carter H. Harrison and 
Is Located at No. 192 Mather Street= 
Newest Apparatus for Heating Water 
and for Shower and Plunge BathseAr- 
rangements of the Building=Mrs. H. 
W. Dunkinson, the President, and Oth- 
ers Make Addresses=Those Present. 

The new Garter H. Harrison Bath-House, 
No. 192 Mather street, was opened infor- 
mally yesterday. | The actual opening to the 
public will take place today, when patrons 
so desiring may test the numerous appliances 
established there for their convenience. The 
building is a two-story and basement struct- 
ure, with a front of Milwaukee pressed brick 
and brown- stone trimmings, and is in striking 
contrast to its surroundings. The basement 
contains the hot-water boilers and heating ap- 
paratus, the main floor the bath-rooms, plunge 


tank, and office, and the upper story is given 


up to the use of Supt. Thomas K. Forman for 
living apartments. 

The plunge bath is the only thing about the 
house which is not m complete readiness for 
the use of the public. The depth is not con- 
sidered sufficient. This will be . remedied be- 
fore itis used. The tank measures 19x32 feet

and will be concreted throughout when com- 
pleted. The average depth will be something 
like four and one-half feet to the overflow. 
The arrangements of the building are such as 
to render its cleaning a matter of little diffi- 
culty. The entire floor of that portion of the 
building devoted to the baths can be cleaned 
by turning on the hose, as there is nothing to 
interrupt the flow of water through the room. 

The shower bath compartments, of which 
there are seventeen, are partitioned to within 
eighteen inches of the floor and several feet of 
the ceiling with corrugated iron and form two 
lines on either side of a broad passageway 
down the middle of the building. Each of 
thesé compartments is divided by a partition 
separating a small dressing closet from the 
room which contains the shower valve. In 
addition to these accommodations there has 
been provided an ordinary bath tub for per- 
sons not desiring the plunge or shower baths. 

The steam heating appliances are of the 
most approved style. Several radiators are 
scattered throughout the place. The boiler 
by means of which the hot water is supplied 


to all of the baths, is in the form of a hori- 


zontal cylinder twelve feet in length and hav- 
ing a diameter of four feet. Twelve hundred 
gallons can be heated almost to the boiling 
point in less than one hour. In connection 
with this tank and with a three-inch cold 
water pipe is a mixing chamber a with 
a thermometer by means of which the water 
can be conveyed for use at any desired tem- 
perature. Pipes extend from this chamber 
to all the baths. 

The main floor in addition to the bath-room 
has a reception-room and office, A portrait 
of Carter H. Harrison, which adorns the north 
wall of the reception-room, was beautifully 
decorated yesterday with flowers for the open- 
ing. The building was tastefully trimmed in 
evergreens.

CHICAGOAN LOSES IN A CANADIAN COURT 


Important Ruling Made in a Patent Case 
at Ottawa. 

Orrawa, Ont., Jan. 9,—[Special.]—In the 
Exchequer Court today Justice Burbidge gave 
an important judgment affecting the Cana- 
dian patent law. In an action to repeal let- 
ters putent granted to Mr. Laforce of Toron- 
to for pneumatic tires, Thomas B. J affray of 
Chicago claimed he was the inventor of the 
device in question. The patent of Jaffray 
ante-dated that of Laforce by two months in 
Canada, but the former had his invention in 
the United States before Laforce had hit upon 
his device. The facts showed Laforce was 
ignorant of Jaffray’s invention. Today Jus- 
tice Burbid gave judgment with costs in 
favor of Laforce.

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‘PALMER READS WORLD’S FAIR REPORT. 
— : 


Board of Control Hears the Document That 
Will Go to President 3 5 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 9.— > (ne 
President T. W. Palmer called the Board of 
Control of the Columbian Exposition to order 
this morning at the Arlington and proceeded 
to read a rough draft of his report which is 
to be submitted soon to the President of the 
United States in conformity with the act in- 
corporating the big Fair. This report is in 
the nature of a routine document and does 
not go into details as to results accomplished, 
this feature being reserved for a subsequent 
report which it will take nearly a year to com- 


lete. 

5 Embodied in the report of President Pal- 
mer is a supplemental communication by 
John Boyd Thacher, giving the work of the 
Bureau of Awards to date, from which it ap- 
pears that appeals were fewer than ever be- 
fore in the history of similar orgapizations 
for industrial development. Nothing definite 
was agreed upon at today’s meeting, the pro- 
ceedings being purely informal, aud Presi- 
dent Paimer announced that his report would 
be subject to revision before being submitted 
to President Cleveland. 

Incidental to the meeting of the National 
Board another tribunal created by the Expo- 
sition is billed for consultation here on the 
subject of appeals from the decisions by the 
Bureau of Awards. Messrs. Adlai T. Ewing, 
Butt of West Virginia, Saunders of Mississip- 
pi, and Kurtse of Minnesota will take 3 to- 
morrow the grievance of Canadian agricultur- 
al implement inventors. J. 8. Larke, who 
represents the Canadians, says the people of 
the dominion were discriminated against, for 
not u single award was made to them for agri- 
cultural implements. On behalf of the 
Awards Bureau it is asserted the Canadian ex- 
hibits showed neither originality nor improve- 
ment, but were copies of American inventions 
and therefore not entitled to medals or diplo 
mas. Following upon this appeal will come 
the protest of the sewing machine companies 
against the award made to the Singer Manu- 
facturing company.

EVANSTON STOCKHOLDERS ASSESSED. 


Controller Eckels Ordersa Levy of 48 Per 
Cent for Benefit of Bank Depositors. 

Wasuinetoy, D. C., Jan. 9.—[Special.]— 
Controller Eckels decided today that the 
stockholders in the bankrupt Evanston Na- 
tional Bank shall pay an assessment of 48 per 
cent on their holdings. He hopes that by the 
fund thus collected Receiver Winslow may be 
enabled to reimburse the depositors in the in- 
stitution. Heestimates that if the whole of 
the assessment is collected the concern will 
be able to liquidate its present indebtedness. 
It is feared, however, that the stockholders 
will not all answer the call. Indeed, rumors 
have been afloat here for some time to the 
effect that certain of the ‘stockholders have 
placed their 1 beyond the reach of at- 
tachment, and t others are irresponsible. 
It is charged that one stockholder at one time 
took from the funds of the bank the amount 
of $79,000, turning in worthless paper as col- 
lateral. Other such cases on a lesser scale 
are rumored. It is possible that Controller 
Eckels will order an investigation, and that 
the matter will be made the subject of an in- 
vestigation by the grand jury. 

[Charles S. Winslow, receiver of the Evanston 
National Bank, said last night: There is noth- 
ing new regarding the affairs of the bank 2 
the decision of Controller Eckels that the 
stockholders shall pay an assessment of 48 per 
cent. Already 40 per cent has been paid in two 
dividends, one of 30 per cent and another of 10 
per cent. The stockholders are responsible for 
twice the amount of their stock. The de- 
positors were fortunate 1 getting as 
much of their money back as they 
did. Ishall make every endeavor to secure the 
total amount of the last assessment, but am 
somewhat in doubt as to my success. I do not 
know that there has been any attempt on the 
part of the stockholders to secure themselves 
against the assessment by placing their property 
into other hands.

DENIES OBTAINING MONEY BY FRAUD. 


Charges Against Joseph Davis, a Board of 
Trade Operator. 

Cincinnati, O., Jan. 9.—Telegrams were 
received in this city today from Chicago stat- 
ing that a warrant had been issued for the ar- 
rest of Joseph Davis, a well-known Board of 
Trade operator of that city, on the charge of 
obtaining money under false pretenses, and 
that judgment had been entered against him 
in the Superior Court in favor of the rea! es- 
tate and loan firm of Brosseau & Norton for 
$1,650. 

Davis was found this morning at the office 
of F. S. Ferry and when questioned concern- 
ing these charges referred all such inquiries 
to his lawyer, Judge D. Theodore Wright. 

Tou can state,“ said the Judge, that 
Davis has been simply doing what everybody 
does in Chicago—gambling in wheat. He 
made a great deal of money fora while. 
People rushed to him with funds and begged 
him to invest and make fortunes for them. 
He took their money and then the tide turned. 
He lost heavily, and their money went. Then 
these people raised a howl.“ 

Here Davis interrupted: ** You can say that 
I am going back to Chicago in a few days. 
I’ve been here sick, but am getting better. 
I did not obtain money under false pre- 
tenses. 

The allegation that I secured $1,500 from 
Brosseau & Norton by wrong representation 
is not true. The loan was negotiated through 
a third party. I never saw the two brokers 
until the day when I signed the note to them. 
I paid 6 per cent interest a month. They took 
their chances.”’ 

Davis is said to have lost over $210,000-- 
his wife’s entire fortune—in speculation. He 
was once a leader in society here.

-OONTINENTAL TRAFFIO. 


Another Hitch That Will Probably Lead 
to a Slashing of Rates to the Pacific 
Coast=Cannadian Pacific Now Ready to 
Make Convessions=New Belt Line to 
Blue Island- Trying to Arrange Kates 
in Advance of Navigation—Illinois 
Central Karnings. 


Proceedings at yesterday’s meeting of the 
transcontinental lines at the Great Northern 
were tame and uninteresting. The commit- 
tee appointed the day previous, consisting of 
Traffic Manager Gray of the Southern Pacific, 
General Passenger Agent MeNicoll of the 
Canadian Pacific, and General Passenger 
Agent Fee of the Northern Pacific, to agree 
upon a compromise plan for adjusting the dit- 
ficulties regarding Pacific coast rates between 
the Canadian Pacific and the other transconti- 
nental roads, reached no conclusion and will 
not submit a report until today. Consequent- 
ly the general meeting had nothing else to do 
than to discuss the situation informally. 
The hopes of a settlement of the troubles so 
confidently expressed by the various roads 
gave way to a more uncertain feeling, be- 
cause differences have arisen between the 
Southern Pacific and Canadian Pacific that 
seem insurmountable. ‘The latter is in- 
clined to make material concessionsin the in- 
terest of peace and harmony, but the latter 
declines to relinquish any of the advantages 
it now enjoys. Mr. McNicoll of the Canadian 
Pacific has offered to relinquish the differen- 
tial of $5 first class and $3 second class via 
Portland and the Shasta route, provided the 
Northern Pacific and Southern Pacific would 
arrange a more favorable division of rates. 
With the present high arbitraries charged by 
the Northern Pacific and Southern Pacific, 
Mr. MecNicoll says, his road is practically 
shut out of California, except by tae ocean 
route from Victoria, and the latter can only 
ae available if a much lower rate is 

—— than is made by other routes. The 
Sout rn Pacific charges an arbitrary of $20 
from Portland to San Francisco, and em- 
phatically refuses to reduce it. It claims that 
if it makes a reduction in the rate ty the 
Shasta route from Portland to Saa Francisco 
it will have to reduce the arbitrary of $15 
which it exacts from the Santa Fé on business 
from Les Angeles and Sen Diego to San 
Francisco. If the Southern Pacific would 
consent to reduce its arbitraries an ree- 
ment, it is believed, could be effected. If it 
does not the Canadian Pacific will continue 
to make a $10 differential from the rate 
charged by the other lines, and this would 
mean a disastrous war on Pacific coast rates 
for some time to come. 


IMMIGRANT PVOL IN DANGER, 


Belief Gains Ground That the Unton Pacific 
Is Not Toting Fair. 

Serious danger threatens the immigrant 
clearing-house recently established by the 
Western roadsin New York. The trouble 
does not come from a disinclination of the 
Canadian Pacific to pay commissions as 
agreed upon between the Western roads and 
the trunk linesas from the reluctance of the 
Gand Trunk to enter into a special agreement 
with the Canadian Pacific regulating commis- 
sions from Canadian ports. Little doubt is 
entertained that the two Canadian roads will 
come to an understanding before long. The 
principal and most serious obstacle in the 
— of success of the immigrant clearing- 

ouse is the Union Pacific. This road is not 
a member of the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion nor a party to the immigrant clear- 
mg house agreement. It had agreed, 
however, to place no obstacle in 
the way of the immirgant pool. 
It transpires now, however, that the Union 
Pacific is not toting fair with the other roads, 
but continues to make special contracts with 
immigrant and steamship agents. The New 
York immigrant and steamship agents have 
been here for several days for the purpose of 

agreeing on a rate of commission. Mr. Me- 
Donald, who has contracts with the Union 
Pacific, faiied to turn up yesterday, and it is 
believed that he will refuse to enter into an 
arrangement with the Western Passenger As- 
sociation. In order to afford him time to 
come here and confer with the Advisory com- 
mittee the meeting of the committee ad- 
journed until Friday.
